A 1980 Syracuse 
graduate, Orr had stints as an assistant coach at Xavier (1991-94), Providence College (1994-96) and Syracuse (1996- 
2000) and was the head coach at Seton Hall from 2001-06. 


Most recently, Orr was an assistant coach with the Xinjiang Flying Tigers of the Chinese Basketball Association. His 
team captured the regular season title and first CBA championship in the 2016-17 campaign. 


Previously, Orr served as the head coach at Bowling Green State University from 2007-14. He led the Falcons to a pair 
of postseason appearances and was named the Mid-American Conference Coach of the Year after guiding BGSU toa 
19-14 record and an appearance in the National Invitation Tournament (NIT) in his second season. 


Prior to his arrival at Bowling Green, Orr was the head coach at Seton Hall from 2001-06, where he compiled an 80-

history to receive league honors as both a player and a coach. Orr, the first former BIG EAST player to coach at a 
conference institution, guided the Pirates to three postseason appearances, twice going to the NCAA Tournament 
2004 and 2006) and once to the NIT (2003), in five seasons.

Connecticut and Boston College formed the original 
seven-school alliance, and within the span of just a few 
years the conference had become a national power in 
men's basketball. While the composition of the BIG EAST 
evolved over the next three decades, the focus of its 
schools did not change, reflecting a tradition of broad- 
based programs led by administrators and coaches 
who emphasize academic strength and fair play. 
In December of 2012, the seven BIG EAST schools 
hat do not compete in FBS football—DePaul, George- 
‘own, Marquette, Providence St. John’s, Seton Hall and 
Villanova—announced their intention to separate from 
he conference's football-playing schools and form an 
dependent association. On March 20, 2013, the seven 
schools reached an agreement that enabled them to 
retain the BIG EAST name and assume the old confer- 
ence’s long-term pact with Madison Square Garden to 
host the BIG EAST Mer’s Basketball Tournament, one of 
he premier events in college athletics, The schools also 
announced the addition of three distinguished institu- 
ions sharing the same academic and athletic values 
Butler, Creighton and Xavier— and forged a landmark, 
long-term broadcast partnership with FOX Sports. The 
BIG EAST moved its headquarters from its original loca- 
ion in Providence, RI, to midtown Manhattan in Ne 
York City to complete the transformation, The BIG EAS 
new era officially began on July 1, 2023, its effective dal 
as the NCAA's 32nd Division | conference.
